BALTIMORE, Sept. 23.—()-—Be- 
hind the locked doors of his office, 
Maxwell C. Byers, president of the 
Western Maryland Railway Company, 
was shot and killed today by Dudley 
G. Gray, vice president in charge of 
traffic, who then fatally wounded him- 
self. 

At odds for months, the two men 
engaged in a quiet conversation short- 
ly before noon, their voices being 
heard by stenographers and other em- 
ployes through a partition that sepa- 
rated the president's offices from a 
general office in a downtown building. 

Then came a burst of firing. and 
an employe who forced his way into 
the room found Byers dead and Gray 
dying. The latter succumbed after 
four and a half hours at the nearby 
Mercy hospital. 

Coroner Otto M. Reinbardt gave a

Gray died with but 
words of explanation. 

Asked by the clerk, first in the 
room, “Who did this?” he muttered: | 

„That's obvious.” 

By his side was found a .32 caliber 
automatic pistol, with five bullets, un- 
exploded. At the hospital a similar 
weapon, with one bullet, was taken 
from Grar's clothing. 

Byers was shot eight times, once 
through the heart. Gray was shot 
twice, a bullet near his heart causing 
his death at Mercy hospital. 

Three minutes before the startled 
office workers heard the shots, J. W. 
Stringer, a special representative of 
the railread president, walked out of 
the presidents office. He said the 
two started to converse quietly and 
seemed on the most amiable terms. 

Byers, who was 52, became a promi- 
nent railroad figure in 1022 and again 
in 1925 when he adopted an uncom- 
promising attitude toward striking

CREDIT ON COTTON 
UP 10 73 PER CENT 


IntermediateCreditBanks 
Will Assist Farmers in 
Carrying 1930 Crop Past 
Low Prices. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.— () — 
Financial «ssistance to cotton farm- 
ers to enable them to carry the 1930 
crop until it can be marketed in an 
orderly manner was offered today by 
the federal intermediate credit banks. 

In a letter sent to all banks and 

agricultural credit corporations in the 
cotton belt, the intermediate banks 
offered to make loans of nine cents a 
pours, or 75 per cent of the market 
value if the percentage was over nine 
cents, for middling white cotton of 
seven-eights inch staple provided cer- 
tain conditions were met. 
The letters, mailed simultaneously 
‘from the intermediate banks of Co- 
lumbia New Orleans, Houston, Wich- 
ita, St. Louis and Louisville, said the 
institutions were “not only ready but 
eager to make available their facili- 
ties for financing farmers’ notes se- 
cured by properly stored cotton, and 
thus aid in carrying it until it can 
be marketed in an orderly manner. 

“Any state or national bank, trust 
company, savings bank or similar in- 
stitution, and any properly organized 
credit corporation with adequate capi- 
tal and competent management, which 
handles eligible agricultural paper 
and meets the requirements of the 
federal intermediate credit bank, may 
be granted th: privilege of discount- 
ing with or obtaining loans from the 
federal intermediate credit bank. 

“With such relations established, 
the federal intermediate credit bank 
will accept from such institutions, 
and carry, notes bearing interest rates 
permitted by the law and regulations 
and representing loans to cotton grow- 
ers on the basis of nine cents per 
pound, or 75 per cent of the market 
value if such percentage exceeds nine 


cents, for middling white cotton of 
seven-eights inch staple, such cotton 
being of tenderable grade and staple, 
properly stored and insured, and 
pledged as security for the loans. 
“Cotton farmers who desire to avail 
themselves of this opportunity should 
apply to a banking institution or ag- 
ricultural credit corporation in their 
locality which has or obtains the 
privilege of doing business with the 
federal intermediate credit bank.”

CHICAGO, Sept. 23.—(4)—Already 
confounded by short-selling investiga- 
tions and unmeetable world competi- 
tion by Russia, the - sagging grain 
market today bent further under the 
weight of false reports from Canada. 

Hastily denied and corrected, the re- 
ports, which alleged insolvency of the 
Canadian Growers’ pool, nevertheless 
sent wheat, corn and every other grain 
tumbling to unimagined lows, un- 
matched in 24 years. September wheat 
reached bottom at 77 7-8 cents. 

The incident added a third investi- 
gation to the market. The business 
conduct committee of the. board of 
trade and the United States grain 
futures administration began imme- 
diate inquiry to find the authors of the 
forged messages. They were signed 
with the name of a prominent Winni- 
peg broker. A _ telegraph company 
joined the search.

Better Cotton Price 
OrNoSale--Creekmore 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—(#)— 
E. F. Creekmore, president of the 
Cotton Stabilization Corporation, said 
tonight the organization would main- 
tain its present holdings of 1,300,000 
bales throughout the present cotton 
season unless the price advances to 
or above the cost of purchase. 

His statement, issued through the 
federal farm board, follows: 

“The present holdings of the Cot- 
ton Stabilization Corporation amount- 
ing to about 1,300,000 bales will be 
maintained throughout the present 
cotton season ending July 31, 1931, 
unless the price in the meantime ad- 
vances to or above the purchase price. 

„If any part of these holdings is 
sold in order to meet special require- 
ments of mills or for other sufficient 
reasons, the quantity thus sold will be 
replaced immediately by the purchase 
of an equal number of bales so that 
the total holdings will remain un- 
changed.”

‘Opponent Says He Dares Not 


Tell People How He Ex- 
pects To Pay Back Due 
Debts. 


McRAE, Ga., Sept. 23.—(Special.) 


George H. Carswell, speaking here to- 


night, said the people of the state were 
entitled to a categorical answer from 
Richard B. Kusseli, ir., as to whether 


or not he expected to provide money 
for the payment of the state debts 
y an increase in the gasoline tax, 
by a revival of the war-time “nuisance 
tax” or by the outright sale of the 
Western & Atlantic railroad. 

“Mr. Russell is on a hot spot,” said 
Carswell. He dare not tell the people 
of the state how he expects to provide 
the money to pay the debt created by 
the 1927 appropriations bill, for which 
he cast the deciding vote.

Question “Ridiculous.” 

“I ask you in all fairness, whoever 
heard of ‘useless’ property being sold 
for $5,000,000? te is ridiculous on 
the face of it. If Mr. Russell proposes 
to sell even ‘useless’ state property, 
how does he expect to get around the 
constitutional provision that the pro- 
ceeds from the sale of any state prop- 
erty shall be devoted to the retirement 
of the bonded indebtedness of the 
state?

IDRY LAW SHOWDOWN 
FACES HOOVER GROUP 


Dry To Insist Wickersham 
Body Tell View on 
Prohibition. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—(#)— 
President Hoover's law enforcement 
commission will be faced with the 
proposition that it pass Judgment on 
the prohibition problem when it re- 
convenes October 8. 

Kenneth Mackintosh, a former 
Washington state supreme court jus- 
tice and a dry, said today he would 
insist that the commission, of which 
he is a member, go to the guts of 
the prohibition question.“ 

Mr. Mackintosh, who has been 
studying exhaustive reports on crime 
and prohibition with the commission 
| for more than a year, wants the com- 
mission to say whether the dry law 
is enforceable and if it is not, what 
could be done about it. 

He is convinced the commission 
will seek to meet the issue which he 
regards as one of the most outstand- 
ing economic and social problems 
since the question of slavery. He also 
is convinced the 10 men and 1 woman 
on the commission are still of an open 
mind on the controversy awaiting 
study of the final reports. 

New and comprehensive reports on 
prohibition, touching almost every 
conceivable phase of the question, 
await the attention of the member- 
ship. Mackintosh said these reports 
are “interesting and illuminating.” 

No proposition is now before the 
commission from any of its members 
proposing either modification or re- 
peal of the dry law. Persistent re- 
ports that the commission favors mod- 
ification to permit light wines and 
beer are scoffed’ at in commission 
headquarters. It is recalled’ that 
Chairman Wickersham himself last 
spring asserted that he did not be- 
lieve the American taste regarded 
2.75 per cent beer as “authoritative.” 

Considerable interest attaches here 
to the report of the commission, It 
is expected to have considerable in- 
fluence on the position of President 
Hoover and the republican party in 
the 1932 campaign. 

Chairman Wickersham has given 
notice several times that the commis- 
sion is not going to report on whether 
“prohibition is or is not a desirable 
thing for the country.” However, he 
has said the commission has held the 
view that if it finds the law cannot 
be enforced or that it can be en- 
forced, that should be stated. 

There is no, indication of whether 
the 11 minds can get together on the 
prohibition controversy. There have 
been several discussions of it already, 
but these have been deferred pending 
the receipt of the more exhaustive re- 
ports. 

No program has been outlined by 
Chairman Wickersham for the com- 
mission when it reconvenes early next 
month, but some intimations have 
come from the commission that a final 
report on the prohibition phase is in 
prospect within the next few months.

would be possible for Russia to hedge 
here as insurance against transaction 
abroad. 

The world prices of wheat remain 
at joint levels on all markets for 
the most part, considering the differ- 
ences caused by freight and insurance, 
they argued. 

Still others, defending the legality 
of the Russian transactions, pointed 
to the grain stabilization corporation's 
holding of 60,000,000 bushels of wheat 
and declared the fact the corporation 
could dump this wheat on the mar- 
ket at any time exercised a psycho- 
logical bearish influence over the mar- 
ket. The grain stabilization corpora- 
tion is sponsored by the federal farm 
board. 

WINNIPEG ATTEMPTS 
TO TRACE FORGERIES. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Sept. 23.— 
(P/— The source of messages describ- 
ing the Canadian wheat pool as in a 
“shaky financial condition,” which

and the inflation of its currency.” 

Secretary Hyde will return to 
Washington tomorrow from Ann Ar- 
bor, Mich. Earlier he had consider- 
ed the possibility of visiting Chicago 
to confer with the grain exchange of- 
ficials, but word came today that he 
would come direct to Washington. 
SOVIETS PAY PREMIUM 
FOR WHEAT SHIPS. ' 

LONDON, Sept. 23.— ) —The 
Russian government’s intensive expor- 
tation of grain, especially wheat, con- 
tinued today to excite markets in 
London. 

Moscow dispatches to The Daily 
Mail state that Russia desperately 
needs foreign currency to meet a large 
batch of foreign bills now falling due, 
and is therefore selling wheat and 
other foodstuffs, and timber and coal, 
to foreign buyers at prices below 
cost of production. 

Ships, it is said, are being charter- 
ed wherever Russia can lay its hands 
upon them, In some cases it is pay- 
ing the equivalent of 18 cents per 
ton in premiums, 

Three hundred ships are said to 
have been chartered in a month at 
Newcastle and other northeastern 
ports of England. Russia is still in- 
quiring for more there. 

Grain merchants in London say the 
Russians are selling grain at any sort 
of price they can get and that this 
probably will continue for two months 
more. 

WHEAT POURS OUT 
OF RUSSIA. 

RIGA, Latvia, Sept. 23.—(P)— 
Russian wheat bound for western Eu— 
rope is being shipped through this 
port in large quantities, For some 
time as much as 400 tons a day has 
been going through. Within the past

LATEST U. S..CANADA 
LIQUOR CASE CLOSED 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—()— 
An exchange of diplomatic notes be- 
tween the Washington and Ottawa 
governments has brought to a close 
the most recent incident of a seizure 
of a Canadian vessel off American 
shores by a coast guard vessel.

tion To Be Presented to 
Directors Friday. 


Formation of a definite program for 
reorganizing and conducting the Geor- 
gia State Chamber of Commerce was 
completed Tuesday afternoon at a 
meeting of civic leaders from ‘all parts 
of Georgia, and will be presented to 
the executive committee of the state 
chamber: at a meeting to be held at 
the Ansley hotel at 12:30 o’clock Fri- 
day afternoon, it was announced by 
Wiley L. Moore, president. 

Tuesday’s meeting was of a special 
committee, appointed by Mr. Moore, 
following the statewide cenference in 
Atlanta last week. It adopted for 
submission to the directors Friday a 


definite program for agricultural de- 
velopment, industrial expansion, edu- 
cational work, promotion of tourist 
business and other activities to 

carried out in co-operation with other 
similar trade and civic organizations 
throughout the state. 

The committee also voted to assist 
actively in the organization of coun- 
ty a groups in counties where none 
exist. 

“We want a definite plan which 
will merit and meet with the approval 
of all Georgia,” Mr. Moore declared. 
“We are not simply saying that we 
will have a state chamber and stop- 
ping at that. We want a construc- 
tive program, definite in its aims, and 
to which all businesses and individuals 
will lend their support.” 

Agricultural Objectives. 


As outlined at Tuesday's meeting 
the objectives for agricultural work 
are: | 
To work actively for an amendment 
to the constitution to permit counties 
to contribute legally to the salary and 
expenses of county agents. 

o place a county agent in every 
county. 

Co-operate fully with the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, extension service 
and the state department of agricul- 
ture, experimental stations, depart- 
ment of vocational education and 
other competent agencies. 

With the advice and assistance of 
federal and state departments and na- 
tional co-operative associations and 
where farmers in a locality deserve it, 
to stimulate the organization of and 
membership. strength of commodity 
co-operative marketing associations. 

Industrial Activities. 

Among industtrial activities planned 
for submissilon to the dictors at Fri- 
day’s session were: 

o launch a program of industrial 
research, co-operating with existing 
educational and commercial agencies; 

To assist local organizations in mak- 
ing practical surveys of their indus- 
trial, agricultural and commercial 
resources: a 8 

To assist these organizations in in- 
terpreting facts which these surveys 
have gathered and in promoting and 
maintaining practical programs of 
activities within their communities. 

In the educatiensl field the com- 
mittee's proposals luded that which 
would secure for the state a nine- 
month school period in every county, 
working in co-operation with educa- 
tional associations; and to work for 
general improvements in the educa- 
tional opportinities open to children 
of the state. 

The co-ordination of efforts to pro- 
mote the agricultural, industrial and 
social development of the state,“ Mr. 
Moore declared, “should be of tremen- 
dous constructive force. We hope te 
make the state chamber of commerce 
the greatest thing that ever happened 
to Georgia. 

Constructive Work. 

“This is not a political proposition. 
It is not a proposition to create jobs 
for a lot of people and do a lot of 
talking about what is wrong with 
Georgia. It is a concerted effort to 
carry out a constructive work and 
suggestions from every one will 
welcomed.” 

In its recommendations, the com- 
mittee stressed the importance of pro- 
moting tourist business in the state, 
assisting every community to attract 
tourist trade and carrying out à con- 
sistent program for drawing visitors 
to Georgia.

FIRST IN FORESTRY. 


One of the notable and valuable 
educational advances in Georgia last 
year was the Introduction of the 
teaching of forestry in 100 high 
schools and rural consolidated 


“schools, and in 40 colored schools 


that have vocational courses. 


Practical scientific forestry is be- 
coming yearly more important to 
the future welfare of the state, 
where much land is being abandoned 
as profitable farm land and where 
much submarginal land exists fit 
only, but highly fit, to be forested 
for future timber supplies. 


The state is deeply indebted to 
the Georgia forest service under 
State Forester Lufburrow and Paul 
W. Chapman, federal director of vo- 
cational education in Georgia, in 
Setting up a co-operative arrange- 
ment between their bureaus and the 
directing heads of vocational agri- 
cultural schools of the state to in- 
troduce forestry instruction. 

This Georgia undertaking, so far 
as known, is the first of its kind 
and has attracted nationwide atten- 
tion in school and forestry circles. 
Other states have now undertaken 
to carry out the plan following the 
lead of Georgia. 

The number of students taking 
forestry courses last session year 
was 2,359 and during the year 86 
school forests, averaging 10 acres 
each were surveyed and mapped. 
The principles and actual practice 
of forestation is taught and the 
number of schools so instructing 
will be increased from year to year. 
The authorities engaged im the 
work are highly pleased with the 
work already done and the advance- 
ments of it is sure to come.

tislava University, was charged with 
treasonable agitation in Hungarian 
interests. He declined to flee the 
country, and awaited 
eight months in prison he was brought 
to trial before a Czech court. De- 


spite the declarations of some of the 
witnesses against him that they had 


been terrorized into giving evidence, 
he was sentenced to 15 years’ im- 
prisonment. Professor Tuka contend- 
ed strenuously that he had sought 
only autonomy for Slovakia within 


the Czechoslovak state, and that he | 


had no connection with Hungary. The 
silver-haired professor is to be given 
a convict’s crop and dressed in con- 


bitterly disappointed that President 
Masaryk, who was himself sentenced 


to death in Austria-Hungary for pre- 
cisely the same conduct as has been 
laid to Tuka’s charge, should not have 
granted the appeal for a free pardon.

We Don’t Spot the Oppressor. 

That rare, rough old cynic, Carlyle, 
in a London public house, heard a 
working man complaining to a com- 


panion about the oppression of the 


government. Carlyle strode to the ta- 
ble and, pointing to the beer pot in 
th: fellow’s hand, shouted: 

“Thou fool, it is; that pewter pot 
that oppresses thee!” 

Which was probably a 100 per cent 
truth. 

In like truth it can be said to the 
citizen of nearly every county in 
Georgia who complains of heavy taxa- 
tion, pointing to his courtheuse and 
county officials: 

“Thou chump, it is that unneces- 
sary and burdensome county govern- 
ment you are keeping up that op- 
presses thee !” 

And there are actually 113 of the 
161 counties in Georgia of which that 
can be said and the truth of the say- 
ing proved by official figures. 


A Strong Case in Point. 

On Monday there appeared in the 
Georgia news page of The Constitu- 
tion the following special dispatch 
from the county seat of Worth 
county: * 

“SYLVESTER, Ga., Sept. 22. 
At the regular meeting of the 
commissioners of roads and reve- 
nues recently, the county tax levy 
was fixed at $21.50 on the thou- 
sand, the same as last year. 
Added to this is a state levy of 
$5, county-wide school tax of $3, 
and the local tax in the various 
school districts, making the total 
county, state and school tax to 
be paid by the taxpayers $36.50 
on the thousand.“ 

Worth county is 77 years old and 
is situated in one of the most salubri- 
ous, fertile and naturally attractive 
sections of the state, It is really on

Yet the painful fact remains that 
Worth is one of the 96 counties of 
the state that lost population between

How Worth Countians Can Figure. 

The aggregate value of the whole 
property of Wort. county for 1929 is 
published by the comptroller general 
as $4,375,018. The amount of state 
tax assessed against the county, in- 
cluding real estate, personal estate, 
professions and polls is $24,100, or 
slightly more than $1 per capita for 
the population of the county. 

So ‘the state tax cannot be very 
heavily oppressing the good people of 
the en : 

Certainly the 5 mills ad valorem 
tax on property cannot be bearing 
oppressively upon the people of a 
county who return 352,720 acres of 
“improved land” and value it for tax- 
ation, whether by state or county, at 
the average value of $8.25 per acre, 
or $1.74 below the $9.99 average per 
acre of all the improved land in the 
state. 

Worth is in that list of 80 coun- 
ties no one of —hich pays more to the 
state than $25,000 a year. 


County Six Times More Costly. 

It will be seen by the figures re- 
ported from Sylvester that the Worth 
county officials will collect from their 
fellow citizens $31.50 for every $5 
collected by the state. 

That means that propert~ taxpayers 
will pay six and nearly one-third 
times more for county government in 
Worth county than for state govern- 
m 5 


ent. 

And that leaves out of account that 
the state will, for court expenses, 
roads, schools and pensions pay back 
to Worth county the larger part, if 
not all and if not more, of what she 
collects from the county. 

All this is not said to pillory Worth 
county, or to claim that she is a worse 
offender than any other, for she is 
not. It is only to show that it is 
county taxes that are blood-sucking 
the people, and not state taxes. 


Only the People to Blame. 

For such conditions which prevail 
over nearly two-thirds of the state no 
blame can be put upon any governor 
or any legislature. 

Georgia actually tax-oppresses her 
people the least of any state in the 
Union and renders them more valu- 
able services for their money—and 
still the state government is extrava- 
gant in particulars and needs a thor- 
ough economical reorganization. | 

If the people of a county insist 
upon retaining an unnecessary and 
costly county government, stuffed: by 
a hundred tax-eaters, they must stand 
the gaff. Their complaints of tax 
burdens can only be laughed at by the 
people who have sense enough to keep 
their hands off a rattlesnake.

United Fruit Company Head Sees 
No Reason. Why General Busi- 
ness should not continue in 
Good Volume — most 
Business -Leaders Say 
Fear Is Bugaboo“ 
Retarding Busi- 
ness, 


“There seems no reason why gen- 
eral business should not continue in 
good volume, making due allowance 
for the psychology of the people,’ 
says Victor M, Cutter, of Boston, 
president of the United Fruit Com- 
pany. 

“We'll leary sometime that good 
hard work is a more reasonable basis 


for continued prosperity than blind 
speculation in the stock market or 
anywhere else. 

“Our fund of economic information, 
or possibly misinformation, is greater 
than erer before. Whichever it is, 
there is no question that business men 
are thinking in broader terms than 
ever, and with our basis of common 
sense it is entirely possible that we 
shall work out of the present situa- 
tion in a comparatively shorter time 
than we have out of other depressions 
where the psychology was about the 
same as at present.” 

To the question how this can be 
done Mr. Cutter’s reply was: 

“Intelligent ‘interpretation of the 
facts concerning any particular indus- 
try, together with continued faith in 
the law of demand and supply and 
the need for hard work, will settle 
most of our problems.” 

Mr. Cutter, 49 years old, honor 
graduate of Dartmouth in 1903, be- 
gan his climb to the presidency of the 
largest fruit company in the world a 
year later. He has lived in Central 
America, and is well known in both 
North and South America. 

Besides being president of the 
United Fruit Company he is presi- 
dent of the Revere Sugar Refining 
Company and the Tropical Radio 
Telegraph Company, and is a director 
in many others, including the United 
States Rubber 2 and the In- 
ternational General Electric Company. 

Nine of every ten business leaders 
today say fear is the big bugaboo hold- 
ing back business. The pendulum has 
swung back too far. Nothing in 
the world but fear... When the psy- 
chological factor is overcome, business 
will start ahead. . . Nothing to this 
depression but fear. . Fear is 
gradually being eliminated, and 80 
business is coming ahead. 

These are expressions one hears 
every day now. 

When I met C. R. Palmer, presi- 
dent of Cluett, Peabody & Co., Ine., 
on the street, he remarked: 

“Fear is about the only thing that 
is holding back business recovery. 
There is plenty of money in the coun- 
try, and if people could overcome the 
fear they have and start spending 
normally, business would be all 
right.“ 

Mr. Palmer hit the point in the 
business situation when he talked 
about cheap money. There is plenty 
of it—but it’s hard to get. 

“You can’t laugh off cheap money 
indefinitely,” said Louis Seagrave, 
president of the United Founders Cor- 
poration, discussing business recently. 

That's true. Cheap money will 
eventually do the trick. It is the 
gasoline that will start the engine go- 
ing. But somebody has to put his foot 
on the starter. Who is going to do it? 


Thomas F. Wallace, president of the 
National Association of Mutual Sav- 
ings Banks, doesn’t think much of 
the “riotous saving“ comment of Wil- 
liam Trufant Foster, of the Pollak 
Foundation for Economic Research of 
Boston. Mr, Foster said “riotous sav- 
ing” was the cause of crippled retail 
sales, dropping purchasing power and 
prolonged unemployment. 

“A very interesting theory, but 
based on a fallacy,” says Mr. Wallace. 
“The basic structure of business is 
saving. Business cannot get credit 
unless it has some cash, and a large 
part of this cash is furnished by the 
institutions which collect the savings 
of thousands and put them into one 
mobile mass; while Mr. Foster starts 
with the premise that saving means 
withdrawing capital from industry.” 

Mr. Wallace said that if Mr. Fos- 
ters view was carried to its logical 
conclusion it would really mean that 
a man going to business from his 
home ought to change his suit 
every block, to increase trade for 
somebody. 

Mr. Wallace believes the right 
course for the average man today, to 
assist in an economie revival, is to 
bank the money not needed for neces- 
sities. . 

When some one suggested that Cal- 
vin Coolidge had championed the 
Foster theory in one of his recent 
writings, Mr. Wallace observed that 
Mr. Cooledge felt “that conditions 
could be aggravated by an unwise cau- 
tiousness and he urged that people 
buy necessities so far as they could 
and give employment now if they had 
work that needed to be done.“ 

To this Mr. Wallace 
agreed.

that controversy. 

“Majority Expression.” 

“In keeping with the spirit and 
principles of de „ and in ac- 
cord with that fundamental upon 
which the democratic party lives, it 
is my conception of right in the se- 
lection of public officials that the ma- 
jority expression shall rule. I do not 
want the nomination for the office 
of comptroller general of Georgia if 
the people of my state do not want 
me to have it. I do want the nomi- 
nation for the office if the people of 
the state endorse my candidacy for it. 
I am entirely satisfied in my mind 
that General Homer C. Parker's senti- 
ments in that respect are identical 
with mme. I take this as true en- 
tirely aside from our difference of 
opinion touching the Wilkinson coun- 
ty matter. 

“On the face of the September 10 
results as ‘promulgated neither of us 
has received a majority of the coun- 
ty unit votes of the state, nor has 
either of us received a majority of 


aual- 
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General Parker or me. On the coun- 
ty unit basis 44 county unit votes 
were not accredited to either Gen- 
eral Parker or to me. In my consci- 
entious belief I won in the balloting 
the highest number of county unit 
votes by the margin of two units. 
Under the rules of the party, gov- 
erning the primary, that credit would 
award to me the nomination for the 
office. The difference of opinion now 
holding involves the correctness and 
the justice of a reallocation of two 
county unit votes from Wilkinson 
county. 


“In careful consideration of the 
circumstances involved it is my judg- 
ment, and my conelusion, that it 
comes within the reach of General 
Parker and myself to perform a serv- 
ice to our party and to the political 
welfare of our state. It is within 
the scope of possibility for the elec- 
torate of the state to be relieved of 
any doubt existing in respect to the 
nomination of a candidate for comp- 
troller-general; to relieve the state 
executive committee of a possibly em- 
barrassing duty in connection with 
the dispute over Wilkinson county, 
and to relieve the possibility of a 
difference of opinion reaching even 
to the democratic state convention. 
2 my part, 1 am willing to do 

at. 


Under the rules and regulations 
of the party, and in conformity with 
law, a second democratic primary 
election will have to be held on the 
first day of October for the purpose 
of selecting a nominee for the office 
of governor. At that time the requi- 
site election machinery will have to 
be set in aperation; the various vot- 
ing precincts will have to be opened; 
the material for conducting the elec- 
tion will have to be supplied; the re- 
sults from the various counties will 
have to be certified, and the state 
tabulation will have to be made up 
from those county results and promul- 
gated. When the table of results is 
completed te go to the state conven- 
tion, in every instance the nomination 
will be made on the basis of the coun- 
ty unit received by the successful 
candidate for the particular office. 
Not since the adoption of the county 
unit system in the state, so far as I 
have knowledge, has there been a 
nomination otherwise. The one in- 
stance of a probable exception to that 
long and unbroken custom now exists 
in the matter of the race for comp- 
troller general, in which two of the 
candidates are of different opinion as 
to the accredited county units, and in 
that the claim of my distinguished 
competitor affords him, within his 
own rights in the premises, only a tie 
in the number of county units. 

Jam entirely willing, and re- 
quest, since there will be occasioned 
no additional trouble, no additional 
preparation, no additional expense, 
and since the matter will and can re- 
main entirely within the control and 
jurisdiction of the democratic party 
of the state, and totally under its jur- 
isdiction, that the names of General 
Parker and myself be placed on the 
ballots to be voted on by the people 
of Georgia on October 1, at the same 
time and in the same places they 
will vote to determine upon a nominee 
for the governorship. 

J am entirely conscious of the fact 
that there is no rule or regulation re- 
quiring that this be done by the state 
executive committee, or that makes it 
in any wise any part of the duty of 
the state committee: but I find 
is no rule or law which 
would prohibit such action by the 
state committee if both General 
Parker and ‘myself properly and 
respectfully make such formal re- 
quest of the state committee, 1 am 
especially conscious of the fact that 
if it js done it will serve to not only 
alleviate, but to remove entirely a 
possible vexed situation and that it 
will result in securing the thoroughly 
democratic verdict of the expressed 
will of a majority of the qualified 
voters of the state. For my part, 1 
shall gladly accord ~~ in the full- 
est. to the spirit and the purpose of 


the suggestion herein advanced, and 


most gladly will I be willing to rest 
the matter entirely upon the result of 
the majority expression of the people 
of Georgia. I hope, and really believe, 
General Homer C. Parker will, after 
consideration, be of the same senti- 
ment. 

“This suggestion and request is 
made solely in the interest of purity 
and harmony in our party. J ask f 
it that deliberate and careful consir- 
eration which I know you will give it.

Mr. Lyle announced he will join 
Councilman Joseph E. Berman, of the 
fourth ward, in a move to set up a 
council committee to investigate the 
raise in the price of gasoline ordered 
Monday by several of the major com- 
panies. 

Berman declared he would ask the 
committee to ascertain whether a 
“combine to control the price of gaso- 
line exists.”

NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—While the 
day’s trading showed a continued 
strong demand for high-grade domestic 
issues, the pressure exerted on foreign 
loans was again the feature of the 
bond market today. 7 
„There was a faint sign of stability 
in the list of German bonds in com- 
mon with the better tone in other 
world markets but most of them re- 
mained under pressure, and while 
showing some recovery from the lows 
of the day nearly two dozen issues 
closed at new bottoms for the year. 
Best support was attracted to German 
International 51-2s, which finished 
34 higher. But German 7s, after ral- 
lying more than a point at the outset, 
skidded to a new low and its perform- 
ance was duplicated by municipal and 
industrial issues on declines of from 

to 4 points. 


There was some unsettlement in oth- 
er continental European issues and in 
several South Americans. Italian 7s 
sagged 11-2 points, Italy Public Util- 
ity 7s lost 2 and Milan City 61-2s, 
11-2. Rome City 6 1-28 reached a 
new low for the year. In the Latin 
American group a half dozen Chilean 
issues dropped 1 to 2 points to reach 
1930 lows and there were similar weak 
spots in Brazilian, Colombian and Pe- 
ruvian issues. 

Conditions remained favorable to 
the continued improvement of domestic 
corporation bonds, and some of the 
rail, utility ‘and industria] issues made 
new high ground. Call money held at 
2 per cent and some dealers quoted 
lower rates in some maturities of 
time paper. 

Utilities were conspicuous in the ad- 
vance, American Telephone debenture 
5s and sinking fund were among 
the issues at new highs. Others in- 
cluded Bell Telephone of Pennsylvania 
5s C, and New York and Richmond 
Gas 6s.

Such statements should create 
a good opportunity to repurchase 
stock recently sold to establish losses 
for income purposes. 

Little Change Seen. 

Stocks purchased a month from 
now, it is figured by some Wall Street 
people should show profits when the 
xtock market begins to discount fa- 
vorable spring trade. At the pres- 
ent time Wall Street is not expecting 
much either from autumn or holiday 
general trade. However, the feeling 
here now is that real improvement 
will be shown in spring trade and 
that the stock market will start early 
to discount that improvement. 

Republic Steel passed its quarterly 
dividend of $1. This action was ex- 
pected in usually well informed Wall 
Street as stated in this column last 
week, It is understood that the divi- 
dend is not being earned; moreover, 
ihe company is expected to do some 
financing to raise additional working 
capital.

Evidence 
of idle capital awaiting employment 
in the stock market is found in many 
different directions.

VALDOSTA, Ga., Sept. 23.—W. E.

BARNESVILLE, Ga., Sept. 23.— 
Pat Ward, Thomas county farm 
agent, is urging agriculturists of this 
county to grow winter legumes to 
build up their soil. 

“We hear the ery that farmers are 
already producing too much,” Mr. 
Ward said, “but the truth is that they 
are cultivating some 30 to 40 per cent 
more land than they should. 

Less acres and greater production 
per acre,” he stated, “means reduc- 
tion in the price of producing crops.” 


Greater production per acre means 
there must be more soil fertility, and 
to attain that end he recommends 
that the farmers quit planting old, 
washed out lands in crops and prac- 
tice reforestation on such areas, while 
they protect the worth-while acreage 
by planting legumes, and by properly 
terracing them. A number of Thomas 
county 4-H Club boys attended Camp 
Wilkins, at Athens, last month, and 
got instruction in proper methods of 
terracing.

Soon after the $1,250,000 Crisp 
county-owned ce had been complet- 
ed and service lines extended into Cor- 
dele and other parts of the county, 
the Georgia Power Company announc- 
ed a rate reduction of about 35 per 
cent in this county. 

Unfair methods were charged to 
Crisp county authorities by officials 
of the Georgia Power Company, who 
alleged that the local commission had 
taken over its customers of years 
standing without asking their consent 
to the change. 

Mr. Williams, speaking for the local 
plant, denied these allegations and 
charged that the Georgia Power Com- 
pany had been trying to prevent the 
establishment of the Crisp county 
plant ever since plans for building it 
were started. 

Bonds for financing the plant were 
voted by Crisp county citizens upon 
promise that cheaper power for this 
section would: be available. County 
authorities announced, before comple- 
tion, that enough power sales had 
been contracted to provide funds for 
paying the interest on bonds and set- 
ting up a sinking fund to retire the 
indebtedness. : 

The Crisp county plant is said to 
be the only one of its kind in the 
United States. A mammoth celebra- 
tion was held here to mark the for- 
mal opening last August 1

_He hit the longest drive of all on 
No. 18.

He chipped back 8 feet from 
the cup and the putt for the record 
missed by half an inch. He took an 
awkward 5 for 73, three over par. 

That. with his 69 yesterday, gave 
him the medal score of 142. That 
was the same figure that D. Clarke 
Corkran made here in 1924 to set 
a record and was equaled by Bobby 
at Minikapda in 1924. 

One less putt and it would hate 
been just another distinction for the 
man Jones.

Yet the name of Bobby Jones led all the rest of the formidable field 
which will challenge his supremacy throughout the rest of the week, 
and he had another medal for his overladen watch fob. 


But Bobby was disappointed, be- 
cause he only equalled the old qualify- 
ing record of 142, established here six 
years ago by Chunky “Ducky” Cork- 
ran, and equalled once before by Jones 
himself in 1927. 

The Atlantan needed only par 
figures for his last four holes to- 
day to blast that record to smith- 
ereens. But he went over par en 
three of those holes and just did 
equal it. 

At the home hole, where he needed 
a par four to better the old mark, 
Bobby defeated his own purpose. He 
sent a drive screaming down the fair- 
way, fully 340 yards from the tee. The 
ball nestled in a hollow in front of 
the green, farther along than any 
ball has yet been hit at Merion. 

ONE LITTLE SLI. 

Because that drive was hit so far 
and true, Jones misjudged the dis- 
tance to the green and his spade 
mashie pitch carried over and cost 
him a five, one precious stroke lost 
to, par, one precious record that Bob- 
by cannot call all his own.

Categories listed for reduction in 
flying hours were familiarization and 
practice flights, transportation of per- 
sonnel, administrative flights and 
cross-country training. 

In curtailing flight movements the 
department said practice flights 
should be confined to those aviators 
whose duties are primarily adminis- 
trative; personnel should be trans- 
ported only to save time; administra- 
tive flights could be “materially re- 
duced if such flights are more care- 
fully supervised; cross-country fly- 
ing should be planned to secure maxi- 
mum benefit.

Virginia Charges U. S.

Governor Long sees in the $68,000,- 
000 bond issue, authorized for the 
state road. construction program as 
one of the chief means to remedy any 


current unemployment and start the 
state toward a sounder economic 
status, 

The executive lists the items pro- 
vided in the “prosperity program” 
passed by the “harmony” legislature 
and in closing urges that other states 
“lay aside their internal political 
strife and adopt similar programs.” 

The text of the governor's state- 
ment follows: . 

„At least so far as Louisiana is 
eoncerned, the tide of a new pros- 
perity has begun to flow—an. up- 
ward movement likely to be greater 
than any we have known before. 

“With the adjournment of the lezis- 
‘lature Monday, Louisiana launched 
successfully a program of public im- 
provement involving the almost im- 
mediate ‘expenditure of something like 
$135,000,000. 

“The work to be done is in antici- 
pation of the rapid growth we know is 


federal flood control; as a result 
of the eompletion of lakes to gulf 
waterway, opening through Louisiana 
a route whereby the commerce of Chi- 
cago and the middle west can reach
